Large Attendance and Keen Interest Displuyed at 
Twenty-second Annual Event of Agricultural 
Society. 


On Tuesday and Wednesday of last 
week, August 4 and 5, the Didsbury 
Agricultural ‘Society held its twenty- 
second annual exhibition, the weather 
conditions being ideal. The first day 
was largely taken up in arranging and 
placing the exhibits in their respec- 
tive order, and inthis work the of- 
ficials of the Society were greatly 
encouraged and assisted by voluntary 
workers. The exhibits numbered el- 
even hundred and six, or nearly four 
hundred more than last yeur, testify- 
ing in no small degree to the added 
interest of exhibitors over the pre- 
vious year. Neither was the addi- 
tional number confined particularly to 
any one class or section, as evidently 
the interest was just as marked in 
the live stock section, proportionately 
excepting perhaps the swine, as in 
any other. As was to be expected, 
in view of the pronounced leaning 
towards these breeds by local farm- 
ers, the Holstein and the Ayrshire 
vied with one another for both num- 
bers and honors.

Canada’s first Premier was wont to say that the Dominion was a difficult 
country*to govern. If he found this to be true in the years immediately fol- 
lowing confederation, when Cunoda consisted chiefly of Ontarlo, Quebec and 
the Maritime Provinces, and the West was an unknown factor of small popula- 
tion an.’ undeveloped territory, how much more difficult must the problem be 
today when the opinions and needs of nearly three millions of people west of 
the Great Lakes require to be harmonized with those of the six millions east 
of that geographical barrict. 

Forty years ago the problem was to effect a compromise between the con- 
flicting views of the farming population of Ontario and Quebes on the one 
hand andthe industria! futcrests of these Provinces on the other hand, and 
also to reconcile the then acute differences existing between French-speaking 
Roman Catholic Quebec and Hnglish-speaking Protestant Ontario, Coupled 
with these major difficulties was the task of uniting by a bond of conimon 
interest these two Provinces of upper Canada with the Maritime Provinces. 

With the passage of time the old racial and religious animosities between 
Ontarlo and Quebec have largely disappeared, while the development of man- 
nfacturing in both Provinces, and the shifting of the main agricultural activ- 
{ty and production to the newer Western Provinces has served to create a 
vreater unity of sentimcut in regard to tariffs and national policies in the 
Kast, although marked differences still exist between the central Provinces 
and the Maritimes. ‘ 

But the old conflict 07 duterest between agricultural producer and manu- 
facturer which raged in the East fn years gone by still prevails between East 
and West but intensified Ly reason o* sectional considerations, a more or less 
solid Bast against a solid West, whereas formerly it was merely a difference 
of viewpoints within a compact community.

Toasting Bread Shows Main Principle 

Accounting For Heat at Equator 

Every time we toast a piece of bread 
we are illustrating the main principle 
which chiefly accounts for the earth 
being hotter at the equator than at 
the poles. If we hold the bread par- 
allel with the fire, it gets the full heat, 
butBif we ult it slantwise, {ft takes 
longer to toast. ‘The equator is the 
part of the earth's globe that gets the 
most direct from the sun, the 
poles the parts that get the most 
slanting rays. In the one we 
get a sun directly overhead at 
part of the day; in the other, the sun 
at its very best only “rises” to a point 
low down on the horizon, and so gives 
off rays extremely on the slant, These 
slantwise rays, 
through much more atmospheres than 
the straight rays, and 
pheres acts as a sort of blanket, with 
{ts mists and fogs, it follows that the 
heat of the slanting rays ds still fur 
ther reduced in power, Other con- 
siderations also have thelr 
upon the question, but the straight
